The city plans to narrow several 
blocks of Kent Avenue to keep drivers 
from speeding after exiting the Brook- 
lyn-Queens Expressway. 

The traffic calming proposal for the 
stretch of road between Williamsburg 
Street West and Clymer Street was 
prompted in part by the March deaths 
of Raizy and Nathan Glauber, newly- 
weds who were driving down Kent Av- 
enue when a speeding cabbie hit them 


on Wilson Avenue. One Williamsburg 
resident praised the changes. 

“It will cause inconvenience, but if 
it saves lives, it is a good thing,” said 
James Planert, who often walks along 
the avenue. 

The proposed tweaks include mov- 
ing the Williamsburg Bridge-bound 
bike lane off the sidewalk to create a 
two-way bike path on the East River 
side of the road. 

The bike highway would be sepa-

Turn off that devil music! 

Members of the Russian pro- 
test punk group Pussy Riot are 
set to make their first post-prison 
appearance in the United States 
at the Barclays Center in Feb- 
ruary, but one local priest does s 
not want those heretics anywhere £ 
near his flock. jjj 

“This is satanic,” said Arch- § 
priest Serge Lukianov of the Or- < 
thodox New Martyrs and Con- 
fessors of Russia Church in 
Bensonhurst. 

The anarchist rockers made 
headlines in 2012 when the Rus- 
sian authorities arrested three of 
them for filming a raucous anti- 
Vladmir Putin music video in a 
Russian Orthodox Church ca- 
thedral in Moscow. The group 
became a cause celebre over the 
course of the trio’s subsequent 


trial and imprisonment on hoo- 
liganism charges. Two are now 
fre sh out of the pokey — the third 
was released in 2012 — and plan- 
ning to say a few words at the Feb. 
5 Amnesty International concert 


in Prospect Heights. But Luki- 
anov says their message of pro- 
test against the church and its 
role in government is nothing 
to celebrate. 

“It is appalling that people 


are making them into heroes,” 
he said. “Anyone who desecrates 
a church, synagogue, or mosque 
is not a hero.”

Pussy Riot has the right to 
protest wherever it wants, but 
probably should not have picked 
a beloved cathedral for their now- 
famous performance, according to

A dead swan, that’s what — if 
the state gets its way! 

Albany has declared the mute 
swan an enemy of the state and 


plans to eradicate the menace 
by 2025. 

The state’s Department of En- 
vironmental Conservation’s re- 
cently released “Mute Swan Man- 
agement Plan,” labels the bird an 
invasive species that hurts the en- 
vironment and calls for the elimi- 


nation of the per-swan-a non gra- 
ta’s free -ranging population in 
the state. 

“This plan supports actions 
by DEC to eliminate free-rang- 
ing mute swans from New York 
by 2025,” the department’s web-

W'burg pol pitches seizure as solution to senior center woes

Coney beer co. 
plots big return

The People’s Playground’s al- 
cohol content is about to rise! 

The company behind 
Coney Island Lager will 
soon debut a full-scale 
brewery in the beer’s 
namesake neighbor- 
hood. 

The craft-brewer 
Alchemy — a subsid- 
iary of Boston Brewery, 
which produces Sam 
Adams — said that 
plans are underway to 
start mixing the bar- 
ley malt and hops at 
an as-yet undecided 
spot near Surf Ave- 
nue and the world-fa- 
mous amusement dis- 
trict. The fermenting 
facility should be mak- 
ing suds by summer, 
in time to refresh the 
crowds thronging the 
beach and the rides, a 
sales manager said. 

“We’re looking to 


create a space where you can 
drink beer there on the prem- 
ises and where we can supply beer 
to the New York City area,” said 
manager Mike Sheehan. 

The brewery could include a 
bar and will definitely feature a 
tasting room, he said. 

Coney Island Lager began as 
an offshoot of San Francisco’s 
Shmaltz Brewing Company, 
and operated out of Sideshows 
by the Seashore at the corner 
of W. 12th Street and Surf 
Avenue from 2011 to 2012. 
The freakshow’s owner, 
Dick Zigun, let the com- 
pany make its micro -mi- 
cro-brews by the one-gal- 
lon batch in his building 
rent free. 

But Hurricane Sandy 
swamped the property, 
and the brewers moved 
out. Shmaltz sold the 
label to Alchemy in 
Aug. 2013, Sheehan 
said. The lager will re- 
main as a legacy brand

It is going to be a soft open- 
ing amid hard landings. 

The Manhattan-based 
skin-care retail chain Kie- 
hl’s Since 1851 is opening 
its first Brooklyn location on 
Jan. 31 with a skateboard- 
ing clinic and a gift to a be- 
loved park. 

“I love Brooklyn,” said 
Kiehl’s president Chris Sal- 
gardo. “There’s so many cool 
neighborhoods you could put 
a store in.” 

It took five years of scout- 
ing to settle on the corner of 
Montague and Henry Streets, 
Salgardo said. 

“It reminds me of the Vil- 
lage,” Salgardo said, refer- 
ring to Brooklyn Heights. 

Kiehl’s makes and sells so- 
called “natural” beauty prod- 
ucts such as moisturizing lo- 
tion and prides itself on its 
simple packaging. Its flag- 
ship store opened 163 years 
ago as a pharmacy in Man- 


hattan and the Heights store 
will be its 59th. 

The company hopes to 
buy some borough good- 
will with a $5,000 gift to the 
Friends of Douglass Greene 
Park, the group that maintains 
Gowanus’ Double D pool and 
Thomas Greene Playground. 


The green space stewards ap- 
preciate the cash. 

“It’s wonderful that a 
company like Kiehl’s is do- 
ing this,” said Sue Wolfe, 
president of the park advo- 
cacy group. “Small busi- 
nesses are the lifeblood of 
our community.” 


Kiehl’s is also trying to

Grimm tale 

Bay Ridge pol backtracks 
after threatening reporter

Rep. Michael Grimm says 
he is sorry for menacing a 
television journalist after 
the President’s State of the 
Union address on Jan. 28, 
but Dems are saying he is not 
sorry enough — and politi- 
cal experts say he soon may 
be even sorrier. 

Grimm (R-Bay Ridge) 
threatened to throw a NY 1 
reporter over the Congres- 
sional balcony, then “break 
him in half” after the news- 
man inquired about a federal 
investigation into the pol’s 
campaign finances. 

“I shouldn’t have allowed 
my emotions to get the bet- 
ter of me and lose my cool,” 
Grimm said in a statement. “I 
have apologized to Michael 
Scotto, which he graciously 
accepted, and will be sched- 
uling a lunch soon.” 

Scotto tweeted that he had 
accepted the apology, but it 


wasn’t enough for the ex-Ma- 
rine and Federal Bureau of 
Investigation agent’s Dem- 
ocratic critics. 

Forces seeking to un- 
seat the congressman in this 
year’s election jumped on the 
incident, recalling the recent 
arrest of Grimm contribu- 
tor Diana Durand for alleg- 
edly breaking federal cam- 
paign finance laws through 
donations to Grimm’s 2010 
election effort. They also 
alluded to the ongoing in- 
vestigation into whether the 
congressman’s fund-raisers 
strong-armed members of a 
Manhattan rabbi’s congre- 
gation into giving money to 
Grimm’s successful bid for 
the Staten Island-to-Gra- 
vesend seat. 

“What exactly was Con- 
gressman Michael Grimm 
so afraid of discussing that 
he threatened to throw a re- 
porter off a balcony?” de- 
manded the Democratic

Congressional Campaign 
Committee, which funds 
deep-blue bids for the House 
of Representatives. “There’s 
an abundance of corruption, 
ethics and fund-raising con- 
troversies to choose from.” 

And Grimm’s Demo- 
crat rival, ex- Coney Island 
Councilman Domenic Rec- 
chia, blasted the incumbent 
as a national disgrace. 

“Michael Grimm’s behav- 
ior last night was disgraceful, 
completely unacceptable, 
and unfitting of a United 
States congressman. Using 


threats of physical violence 
to intimidate the press from 
doing their jobs is against ev- 
erything our country — and 
our government — stands 
for, and is a shameful abuse 
of power,” Recchia wrote on 
his Facebookpage. “He also 
owes the people of Staten Is- 
land and South Brooklyn an 
apology.” 

Both Democrats and Re- 
publicans in the district have 
questioned Recchia’s via- 
bility as a candidate due to 
his Brooklyn roots in a dis- 
trict where the majority of 
votes are on the Rock, and 
because to his ties to dis- 
graced Kings County Dem- 
ocratic boss Vito Lopez. Ex- 
perts said that the battlefield 
will still be on the other side 
of the Narrows, but argued 
that Recchia may have fi- 
nally found a weapon to 
use against Grimm on his 
home turf. 

“It gives the Recchia team 
a very good negative ad, and 
it makes the South Shore of 
Staten Island less important, 
because more people on the 
North Shore might vote for 
Recchia because of this in- 
cident,” said leading strat- 
egist and lobbyist Hank 
Sheinkopf.

Russian giant is paying off

This past off-season, Nets 
management pushed its “win- 
now” policy that motivated 
big-name signing, which was 
supposed to get the job done. 
But it was a “minor” acqui- 
sition that has paid some of 
the biggest dividends. 

The signing of Andrei Kir- 
ilenko raised the eyebrows of 
some owners who thought that 
something foul was afoot in 
Brooklyn. The best Rus- 
sian basketball player in the 
world coming to join the Nets 
and teaming up with owner 
Mikhail Prokhorov for only 
$3.18 million, considerably less 
thanhe could have made on the 
open market, was enough to 
keep the NBA rumor mill fu- 
eled for a couple weeks. 

But after a brief NBA 
investigation into the mat- 
ter, and after Kirilenko lost 
the majority of the first two 


months to nagging back 
spasms, no one seemed to 
pay much attention to this 
“other” offseason signing. 
And his return to the lineup 
of a 10-20 squad that had 
just lost its starting all-star 
center didn’t seem to war- 
rant much of a reaction from 
fans or media. 


However, since his return 
on Dec. 31, the Nets have rat- 
tled off a record of 10-3, with 
one of those losses being in 
his first game back at San 
Antonio. 

You wouldn’t know it just 
by looking at his stat sheet, 
but Kirilenko has been vi- 
tal in the Nets’ turnaround 


in 2014. 

He does all the little things 
that garner praise from his 
coach and teammates, but go 
largely unnoticed in a box 
score. When he’s not pulling 
down the boards himself, he 
is able to tip balls to team- 
mates. He gets on the floor 
for loose balls. He is a great 
g passer at any position, and he 
| has the unique ability to de- 
>, fend nearly every po sition on 
3 the floor, giving opponents 
'S fits with his length. 

I He brings energy and intan- 

| gibles to the floor that the Nets 
g were clearly missing through 
< their first 30 games. 

And while it is certainly 
preemptive to say Kirilenko is 
the missing piece to a cham- 
pionship team, if he is able 
to continue to get under his 
opponents’ skin, Brooklyn 
will gladly take him every 
day of the week.

Draft dodger! 

Early picks go by wayside

On June 28, 2012, the 
newly minted Brooklyn Nets, 
fresh out the swamps of Jer- 
sey, traded cash for two play- 
ers who had been selected 
that day at the draft: Tyshawn 
Taylor, the senior point guard 
who had just helped lead the 
University of Kansas to the 
national championship game, 
and forward Tornike Shenge- 
lia from Georgia (the coun- 
try, not the state). 

For Shengelia, born in 
1991, suiting up for the Nets 
would have marked the first 
time he played in America 
after three years playing 
professionally in Europe. 
For Taylor, born in 1990, it 
was a homecoming. Raised 
in Hoboken, Taylor attended 
St. Anthony High School in 


Jersey City, where he was 
groomed by legendary coach 
Bobby Hurley, Sr. 

And he couldn’t have been 
more ecstatic when he found 
out he was headed to the Bor- 
ough of Kings. 

“I jumped up when I heard 
my name called for Brook- 
lyn,” Taylor told reporters at 
one of his first Nets prac- 
tices. “I knew it was an op- 
portunity to do something 
positive in my area.” 

Tyshawn and Toko showed 
flashes of promise in their first 
season, but neither were able 
to earn consistent minutes, 
and found themselves en- 
during the less glamorous 
side of early NBA life: 144- 
mile trips between New York 
and Springfield, Mass., where 
they stayed game -ready by 
playing occasionally for the 
Nets’ D -League affiliate. 

Soon, it became clear that 
the Nets had little interest in 
developing them into contrib- 
utors. When Brooklyn went 


all in on the veteran trio from 
Boston this offseason, it all but 
assured that Taylor and Shen- 
gelia would need to go else- 
where to make their mark. 

Earlier this month, Nets 
General Manager Billy King 
announced he had traded 
Shengelia to the Chicago 
Bulls for Marquis Teague, 
who was a freshman point 
guard at Kentucky when the 
Wildcats beat Taylor’s Kan- 
sas squad in the 2012 national 
championship. At this point 
in his NBA career, Teague 
hasn’t shown himself to be 
more effective than Taylor, 
but he is younger. 

As for Taylor, he was sent 
to the New Orleans Pelicans 
for the rights to a tall Euro- 
pean still playing overseas. 
Two days later, the Pelicans 
waived Taylor’s contract. 
Now, the Nets’ hometown kid 
is no longer in the NBA. 

These are minor moves. 
But given the small sample 
size that we have to judge 
Billy King’s ability to evaluate 
and develop young basketball 
talent at the Nets, they raise 
some long-simmering ques- 
tions about whether he has the 
patience to construct a great 
team. In Philadelphia, where 
King established himself as 


an NBA dealmaker, he ulti- 
mately whiffed on a chance 
to build a juggernaut around 
a once-in-a-generation player 
in Allen Iverson, whom he 
had inherited there. 

With the Nets, a wealthy 
and championship -hungry 
owner has given him the 
cover to trade away all his 
picks for immediate gain, 
while stashing the rights 
to European players of un- 
known value overseas. This 
has spared him the embarrass- 
ment of questionable draft- 
day selections and the diffi- 
culty of trying to grow a team 
from the bottom up. 

Taylor and Shengelia are 
two of King’s rare attempts 
to secure some young talent 
through the draft. Now that 
he’s flippedboth of them, Nets 
fans are left to wonder whether 
this organization can make its 
own players better. 

“I mean it always get worst 
before it get better right!?” 
Taylor tweeted Tuesday. 

Maybe somewhere it will, 
Tyshawn. Just not here.

The city canceled the pre-

have had a say, and that the 
old landlord should have 
given the city first dibs on 
buying the building. 

“Even if the assembly bill 
is a slow boat to China, it is 
symbolic and indicative that 
the conversation is turning,” 
said Jan Peterson, a neighbor- 
hood activist who helped or- 
ganize the Swinging Sixties 
Center in the 1970s.

Arber and Fountain are the hosts of “Future- 
Mate,” a live show that 
focuses on how to score 
once the smoke clears.

“FutureMate” is a 
combination of a play 
and an interactive game 
that actually matches

Arber and Fountain play a passive-aggressive 
couple whose martial bliss has been strained by 
the breakdown of civilization, but who are still 
trying to keep it together. They tell the story of 
how they met and survived, and then they offer 
the audience a sample of the service that brought 
them together. By texting answers to a phone 
number, audience members are matched with 
their perfect mate , who they can then spend 
the rest of their very shorts lives with. 

Arber and Fountain came up with the idea 
for the show in 2012, during a 48-hour Sto- 
ryCode hackathon — an event where groups 
compete to create and tell a story utilizing a 
number of technological platforms. 

“Brianmade ajoke about post-apocalyptic dat- 
ing and I thought that it sounded amazing,” said 
Arber. “So we built a whole dating system.” 

They won the hackathon and took home 
$ 1 , 000 . 

When the pair originally created the project, 
it was only a 15 -minute show comprised mostly 
of audience participation and a demo of the tech- 
nology they had created. But it has since evolved 
into an hour-long show, complete with a backstory 
about a cataclysmic event and zombies.

Pop head 


Many musicians give up dreams of pop star- 
dom for sensible day jobs — but Jesse Brickel 
has done the exact opposite. 

When the Greenpoint resident was begin- 
ning on his path as a professional musician, 
he was urged in the direction of the classi- 
cal world, studying 
percussion in college. 

But partway through 
his education, Brickel 
realized that it was pop 
and rock that lit his cre- 
ative fire as a kid, and 
that he needed to return 
to those sounds. 

“I startedto pay atten- 
tion to the pop that I had 
ignored over the previous 10 years,” Brickel said. 
“I started re -falling in love with music again.” 

After finishing school, Brickel spent several 
years applying the classical compositional tech- 
niques he had learned to film and theater scoring, 
while also performing as part of the live version 
of electro-pop project Chrome Sparks. 

But now, Brickel’s head and heart are com- 
pletely focused on his own efforts — a one- 
man-band called Young Yeller. 

Young Yeller’s 2011 album “Make Me” and 
his upcoming self-titled release could be lost clas- 
sics from the 1980s. The pop sound of that era — 
dominatedby glassy synth tones andbig, booming 
drums — is a particular fascination of Brickel’s, 
who said he grew up absorbing the hit singles of 
icons such as Scritti Politti and Duran Duran. 

“They had this futuristic focus that is to- 
tally fascinating,” said Brickel, who will re- 
lease his new album at Glasslands on Feb. 5. 
“I think they had the right idea of what the 
future could be.” 

Despite his retro sound, Brickel’s music is 
very much a product of modern technology. His 
idols from 30 years ago had to decamp to a huge 
recording studio filled with drum machines and 
keyboards to create their glossy pop tunes, but 
Brickel has been able to capture the same sound 
alone in his apartment, using only a laptop. 

Even more impressive is that these bedroom 
recordings have found a sizeable audience on- 
line, even though Young Yeller has only played 
shows in and around Brooklyn. The new al- 
bum’s opening track “War” has been streamed 
over 24,000 times on Soundcloud.

Vengeance is yours 

There are tons of fascinating films in the "Vengeance is Hers" 
series , but perhaps not enough time to catch all of them. Here 
are co-curator Nellie Killian's top picks of the program. 


'Terminal Island’ 

This 1973 action feature, directed by 
grindhouse icon Stephanie Rothman, fol- 
lows a group of death row inmates who 
are shipped to an island off the coast of 
California and left to work things out for 
themselves. The men create a patriarchal 
work system, but are quickly overthrown 
by their trigger-happy female counter- 
parts. “It is a really fun movie and an ex- 
ploitation film, but also a very interesting 
subversive film,” Killian said. “‘Termi- 
nal Island’ is especially radical.”

Bad girls at BAM! 

Series celebrates revenge-seeking anti-heroines

R evenge is a dish best 
served in a movie the- 
ater. 

An upcoming film series 
at the Brooklyn Academy of 
Music’s BAMcinematek fea- 
tures a slew of beloved lead- 
ing ladies who have graced 
the screen as high-powered 
lawyers, country singers, and 
well-meaning mothers — but 
the only thing uniting them 
this time is cutthroat char- 
acters with one goal: retri- 
bution. 

“There are great feminist 
films that deal in vengeance,” 
said BAMcinematek curator 
Nellie Killian. 

“Vengeance is Hers,” be- 
ginning Feb. 7, compiles 17 
films from countries such 
as China, France, Japan, 
and the US, all of which re- 
volve around women who 
have been wronged by their 
respective oppressive soci- 
eties — or just want to take 
part in some good old-fash- 
ioned revenge. 

Selections include Preston 
Sturges’s “The Lady Eve,” in 
which the mischievous Jean 
(Barbara Stanwyck) tries to 
wrangle a millionaire card 
shark into falling in love with 
her; Abel Ferrara’s “Ms. 45,”

on Your Grave,” following a 
writer who seeks revenge on 
four townies who rape her, 
was considered too extreme, 
she said. 

The most important selec- 
tion criteria was that each 
film have a feminist bent, 
and that the series showcased 


a diverse range of female di- 
rectors from around the world 
who have portrayed women 
in an atypical light. 

“We were just trying for 
the broadest group of films 
possible,” Killian said. “Peo- 
ple self-select into different 

types of film fandom 

whether they are genre movie 
people or whatever — and I 
think putting all these mov- 
ies into the series serves for 
good cross-pollination.” 

And if anyone has a prob- 
lem with radical women, 
they can buzz off, Killian 
declared. 

“I would not even want 
to take that kind of position 
into consideration,” she said. 
“You have to be open.”

Writer pens book on Nets’ first season in Brooklyn

W hen Jake Appleman

to lower the speed limit from 
30- to 20-miles-per-hour and 
install speed humps, special 
go-slow signs, and new street 
markings cleared a minor 
hurdle on Thursday when 
the transportation commit- 
tee of Community Board 2 
signed off on it. 

“We think this group of 
tools will have a positive im- 
pact,” said Robert Perris, the 
panel’s district manager. 

The overhaul cannot come 
quickly enough, according 
to some residents who say 
their residential neighbor- 
hood could be mistaken for 
the set of a Porsche com- 
mercial. 

“We have a pretty ram- 
pant speeding problem in our 
neighborhood,” said Eliza- 
beth Giddens, who lives on 


Franklin Avenue in the soon- 
to-be slow zone. “It’s treated 
as a speedway.” 

Giddens is a member of the 
Brooklyn Waldorf School’s 
parent association, the group 
that applied for the pedestrian 
safety zone through the city’s 
transportation department. 

The Clinton Hill zone en- 
compasses four schools and 
eight pre -kindergarten and 
daycare centers and its roads 
see an average of 62.4 inju- 
ries per year, according to 
the roads agency. 

The designation would 
be the second in Commu- 
nity Board 2’s jurisdiction. 
Boerum Hill’s slow zone went 
into effect last year and folks 
over there are pleased with 
the results so far, according 
to Perris. 

“It seems to be having a 


very positive effect on traf- 
fic speed,” said Perris. 

The full board will vote 
on the Clinton Hill plan at a 
Feb. 12 meeting. 


Officials designated 15 
communities for the ramped- 
up traffic safety measures 
last year. Neighborhoods 
are picked based on high 


accident rates, a concentra- 
tion of schools, and demon- 
strated support from the com- 
munity. 

The overhauls are in de- 
mand, if the number of groups 
asking for them is any indi- 
cation. The 15 chosen last 
year came from a pool of 74 
applicants. 

“I want more slow zones 
everywhere,” said Downtown 
resident Denise Maher. She 
says the interest the program 
has garnered should be a sign 
to the city. 

“It’s a signal that it’s 
important to people,” she 
said. 

But others feel the city 
could do more by lower- 
ing the speed limit unilat- 
erally. 

“I’d love to see the city- 
wide limit made 20,” said Eric 
McClure, a safe streets activ- 
ist who helped push a failed 
Park Slope slow zone bid.

rated from car traffic with a 
barricade and drivers trav- 
eling in opposite directions 
would be divided by a seven- 
foot-wide median. 

The city has installed new 
traffic lights and crosswalks 
where Kent Avenue crosses 
Wilson and Hooper streets 
over the past few months 

A study by the city found 
that four-fifths of drivers 
speed when headed towards 
the Williamsburg Bridge on 
Kent while just a quarter of 
drivers speed going the other 
way. The problem is exac- 
erbated by the street having 
two lanes heading bridge - 
ward and the lane facing 


the expressway appearing 
wider than it is because of 
the median-less bike and 
parking lanes, according 
to the city. 

Moving the sidewalk bike 
lane will also give pedes- 
trians more elbow room on 
an increasingly congested 
stretch. Biking on the Kent 
Avenue lanes increased by 
two -thirds on weekdays be- 
tween 2008 and 2010 and 
by more than three times on 
weekends during the same 
period. 

Both Community Board 
1 and 2 have approved the 
changes. The city says it will 
begin construction on the 
road in the spring.

Lessons learned 

Heres what Stephanie was took away from her 
time in the Catskills with Mahadev Chaitanya: 

• “Habits are like grooves in our subconscious.” 

• “To create more positive thoughts, start by rec- 
ognizing goodness in others and yourself.” 

• “Find a higher ideal or purpose.” 

• “Go over your own mind like a doctor and ad- 
mit your own imperfections. Slowly and gradually 
learn to make better choices.” 

• “Multi-task less and focus on what you’re do- 
ing.” 

•“Always look for opportunities to serve or help 
others.” 


I spent Martin Luther King, 
Jr. Day weekend in the 
Catskills, away from bus- 
tling Brooklyn — and away 
from my family — in order 
to gather the strength to rid 
myself of unproductive hab- 
its and find new ones, and to 
figure ways to help my kids 
do the same. 

There, I listened to the 
teachings of Mahadev Chait- 
anya, the young golden-clad 
Israeli yogi at the Sivananda 
Ashram Yoga Ranch. 

I didn’t know anything 
about Hinduism or the Si- 
vananda Yoga Vedanta 
philosophy, and the same 
could be said of the mostly 
20-somethings who joined 
me on the weekend, many as 
a result of a Groupon I missed 
that offered significantly re- 
duced rates. Bummer. 

But the Google-search 
for a nearby getaway turned 
up Sivananda for a positive- 
thinking workshop and a rig- 
orous schedule of meditation, 
yoga, and vegetarian meals. It 
was just what I needed to start 
the year on a new foot, just 
what I was ready for, which 
is why I now refer, only half- 
facetiously (and very annoy- 
ingly to my family,) to life 
B.A. (Before Ashram) and 
A. A. (After Ashram). 

In the days since my re- 
turn from the glorious 77-acre 
ranch in the shadow of the 
mountains (which I watched 
get covered in snow from the 
downward dog position), I am 


practicing to be calmer, more 
centered, more focused, more 
in the moment. I am trying 
to listen more than talk. I’ve 
begun picking up garbage on 
the sidewalk and putting it in 
the garbage can. I am working 
hard to see through people’s 
sometimes caustic veneers to 
the good person inside. 

In hindsight, it might not be 
the 5:30 am wake-up chants 
and gong that has made me 
work harder to alter my mind 
and actions, since my body 
clock at home has been set to 
4 am for some time. 

It might not be the uncom- 
fortable cross-legged sitting 
silently in a dark shrine try- 
ing to put everything out of 
my mind but “ohm.” 

It might not be the drum- 
ming along I did to the rit- 
ual Sanskrit chants, or the pi- 
ano I played for others during 
chore time, otherwise known 
as “Karma Yoga.” 

It might not be the lack of 
caffeine, alcohol, meat, gar- 
lic, or onions and the influx of 
spiced vegetables and grains. 
It might not be the five yo- 
gic principles of proper exer- 
cise, proper breathing, proper 
relaxation, proper diet, and 


proper positive thinking, as 
explained by a young Hebrew 
acolyte of the late Swami Si- 
vananda. 

It might not be the sauna 
house overlooking the moun- 
tains, or the walks through 
the snow to light incense to 
effigies of Indian gods en- 
cased in shrines around the 
property. 

It might not be the pain- 
ful legs-over-head poses or 
standing on my head in the 
middle of the room.

site reads. 

The bird, which can weigh 
up to 25 pounds and is New 
York’s largest fowl, has be- 
come ubiquitous along South- 
ern Brooklyn’s waterfront 
and Prospect Park is home 
to nine of the birds, accord- 
ing to the anti-fowl-slaughter 
group Goosewatch NYC. 

Mute swans are a particu- 
larly common sight in Sheep- 
sheadBay, where one unfor- 
tunate feathered friend was 
discovered suffering from 
lead poisoning on E. 19th 
Street near Emmons Avenue 
last summer by local resident 
Sharon Messer, who hap- 
pened to be the office man- 
ager for then- Assembly man 
Steve Cymbrowitz. 

The big-hearted state em- 
ployee quickly summoned the 
N YPD, which transported the 
swan to the Wild Bird Fund 
in Manhattan, where it was 
treated before being sent to 


live out its days at a bird sanc- 
tuary in Stamford, Conn. 

Other Brooklynites have 
a soft spot for swans as well, 
such as Anne-Katrin Titze 
and her trusty sidekick Ed 
Bahlman, who rescued three 
swans in Prospect Park last 
June that had gotten their 
beaks snared on carelessly 
discarded fishing hooks. 

But in the eyes of the state, 
Messer, the Wild Bird Fund, 
Bahlman, and even Titze — a 
wildlife rehabber licensed by 
none other than the Depart- 
ment of Environmental Con- 
servation — were all aiding 
and abetting a foul fowl bent 
on the destruction of New 
York’s watery habitats. 

“Mute swans can cause a 
variety of problems, includ- 
ing aggressive behavior to- 
wards people, destruction of 
submerged aquatic vegeta- 
tion, displacement of native 
wildlife species, degradation 
of water quality, and potential 


hazards to aviation,” reads 
the department’s website. 

The mute swan, which was 
introduced to the New World 
from Europe in the late 19th 
century, may be prized for 
its aesthetic qualities, but it’s 
also a vicious brawler, known 
to harass hapless pedestrians 
and other birds, which wan- 
der too close the swan’s nest- 
ing areas. 

In addition, the mute swan 
is a terrible glutton, and has 
been gobbling up underwater 
plant life at an alarming rate, 
according to the agency, de- 
stroying 95 percent of sub- 
merged vegetation where 
they hang out, thus depriv- 
ing other animals of food 
and habitat. 

But perhaps most dis- 
turbing is what happens to 
all that vegetation after the 
swans eat it. 

The department cites a 
1979 study in Maryland of 
a similar species — tundra 
swans — which found they 
excreted 100 times more fecal 
coliform bacteria than Can- 
ada geese. A follow-up study 


by the department confirmed 
that water in areas where 
mute swans feed had elevated 
concentrations of coliform 
bacteria, which can trigger 
beach closings when detected 
at high levels. 

This is not the first time 
Brooklyn has been touched 
by anti-avian atrocities — au- 
thorities carried out a goose 
massacre in Prospect Park in 
2010, sparking widespread 
public outrage and pro-goose 
civic action. And the state
